the sanction of antiquity and the approbation of our 
religions convictions. 
In acknow ledging the receipt 
of divine* favor, in < ontemplating the b lessin gs which 
have been bestowed upon us, we shall reveal the 
spiritual strength of the nation. 
The year has been marked by a continuation of 
peace whereby our country has entered Into a rela* 
tionship of better understanding with all the other 
nations of the earth, 
Ways have been revealed to 
us by which we could perform very great service 
through giving of friendly council, through the e x ­ 
tension of financ ial assistance and through the e x er­ 
cise cd a spirit of nelghlmrly kindliness to less fa ­ 
vored peoples. 
We should give thaks for the power 
which has been given into our keeping, with which 
we have been able to render these services to Hie 
rest of mankind. 


At home we have continually had an Improving 
state of th** public health. 
The production of our 
industries has been large and our h arvests have been 
bountiful. 
We have been remarkably free from d is­ 
order atte! remarkably successful In all those pur­ 
suits which flourish in a state of dom estic peace. 
An abundance of prosperity has overspread the land. 
We shall do well to accept all these favors urn! bou n ­ 
ties with a becom ing humility and dedicate them to 


the sere lee of tho righteous cause of the (liver of 
all good and perfect gifts. The Nation has prospered, 
let all th** people show that they are worthy to pros­ 
per, by rededicating America to the sonic** of Hod 
and man. 
Therefore, I, Calvin Coolidge, President of the 
United States of America, hereby proclaim and fix 
Thursday, the twenty-seventh day of November, as 
a day for national thanksgiving. 
I recommend that

Especially I urge them to supplicate 
the throne of grace that they may gather strength 
from their tribulations, and that they may gain h u ­ 
mility from their vie tories, that they may hear w ith­ 
out complaining the burdens that shall he placed 
upon them and that they may he Increasingly worthy 
In all ways of the blessings that shall com e to them.

We have no doubt hut that the radio is in general use in B rain e rd 'just 
as it is in the majority of progressive communities but we doubt if its out­ 
standing value is in bringing the people of Brainerd religious messages. 
It 
7s easy for us to picture the radio as a means of presenting .lie seductive 
strains of the world’s best orchestras to the bejeweled guests at Breezy 
Point, the state’s de luxe summer resort; carrying the stirring strains of 
martial music to large throngs at Durn park, Brainerd’s popular public play­ 
ground where the Pierce Arrows and Packards of tourists mingle with the 
moderately priced cars bf the employes of one of the world’s most modern 
paper mills; furnishing dance music for a street carnival held on any one 
of Brainerd^ many paved avenues under tho glare of a brilliant White Way 
or giving, through the enterprise of Brainerd’s live daily newspaper, the 
latest returns of election and sports. 
, 
But read for yourself the pathetic* picture as painted in the Radio DI 
gent by Webb G. Wellborne, an effete Easterner who has probably never been 
any further west than Scil 
, let’s make it Buffalo. 


H ow B rainerd view ed the situ ation : 
As Brainerd read the Radio Digest comment on tho dam tender, A. L. 
Mampel, stationed at Gull lake dam. to whom radio meant a wave of religion 
unburdened in the ether for himself and family, denied such privileges hither­ 
to because of his being on “outpost duty” for the United States, the whole 
town marveled. 
Mampel is stationed exactly eight miles from Brainerd, a town of ten 
thousand population. 
He lives in a home built by the government, of beau­ 
tiful design, supplied with furnace heat, hot and cold water, electric light, 
telephone and the inevitable radio. 
The house is valued at $10,000 
Three blocks from the home is a little white s c h o o l house, standing there 
twenty years. 
II. F. Michael, president of the 
Brainerd city council and 
superintendent of the largest Sunday school in Brainerd, said Mrs. Henry 
White had taught Sunday school there for years before the radio was p er­ 
fected. 
Close to the Mampel .home is the Gull Lake hotel, summer resort ac­ 
commodating many tourists. 
Flanking the shores of Gull lake are summer 
homes of all kinds. 
A mile and a half from Mampel’s one drives on to the 
Cull lake highway on which thunder past 2,000 automobiles daily in the busy 
tourist season. 
Fred II. Gruenhagen, president of the Chamber of Commerce, objected 
to the hunk turned out by one Webb G. Welborne, who introduced the Mum­ 
ped letter. 
The assertion that “there are no preachers in Brainerd, no 
churches, no Sunday school 
no facilities for devotional services," especi­ 
ally provoked Mr. Gruenhagen. 
He is a prominent member of the Lutheran 
church. 
T. ti. Schaefer, member of the Park Board and owner of a meat market, 
said he had lived in Brainerd 35 years and there were never less than 20 or 
more than 40 ministers in Brainerd. 
Rev. VV. M. Walton, rector of St. P a u l’s Episcopal church, said radio- 
religion with no obligations except to "tune in” to the sermon, never carried 
the message nor that whole-hearted cooperation in the performance of Chris­ 
tian duties as did real church attendance. 
D. I). Schrader, member rd' the state central Republican committee a t ­ 
tends the Methodist church and had Larry Mo address the Sunday school 
there last year. 
He marveled at the pathetic picture painted by the Radio 
Digest man when he viewed the alleged lack of religion in Brainerd. 
Miss Mary Tornstrom, principal of the high school of 500 students, said 
she was assured that every one of this school army attended some church or 
Sunday school and that every year, for the past 40 years, the graduating 
c lass has listened to a baccalaureate sermon by some Brainerd minister. 
The Brainerd Ministerial Association meets Monday and will no doubt 
take nj) the Radio Digest assertion that “radio came as a Heaven-sent res­ 
cuer carrying to the churchless little community of Brainerd in the wilder­ 
ness a Christian message.” 
Ten or more churches hold membership in the 
ministerial association. 
With a Presbyterian church established for years in Brainerd, one would 
think that Rev. Frederick N. McMillin would be aware of the churches in 
Brainerd. 
Captain William H. Fawcett of Breezy Point Lodge, who saw three 
7*ilippino campaigns and fought the Moros and has seen quite a few o ut­ 
posts iii his time, hardly regarded a Gull lake dam station eight miles from 
Brainerd as being an outpost of civilization. 
B rainerd’s radio colony numbers 200 or more with sets ranging from 
$35 to $500 in value. 
Some have made records iii receiving. 
They resent 
the allusions made in the Radio Digest as to the utter lack of religion in 
Brainerd until the radio supplied it. 
Mayor Con O’Brien, who yesterday celebrated his seventieth birthday 
and felt as chipper as a colt in a new pasture, has attended the same Catholic 
church in Brainerd half a century and resented the imputation east by the 
Radio Digest that “in all the years no religious emissary ever had 
been a s ­ 
signed to the town of Brainerd.” 
The editor of the Bemidji Daily Pioneer didn’t like shifting the outpost 
of civilization down to eight miles from Brainerd. 
He said further that the 
Webb G. Welborne personage who spouted the stuff in the Radio Digest must 
be an effete Easterner who probably never got any further west than Schen­ 
ectady or Buffalo. 
I. C. Strout, secretary of the 
Lions club, let out a roar and 
said the 
Radio Digest cut off Brainerd from all churches and it didn t even give us 
credit, for a Salvation Army, Lion or Rotary club 
A straw vote taken in town is to the effect that the Radio Digest must 
retract its slurs on Brainerd’s lack of religion in public print and by radio. 


The St. P aul D ispatch carried this story from D u lu th : 
* “Godless, forgotten, isolated from all civilization,'Swith no preachers, 
no churches, no Sunday schools—no facilities for devotitMe.l services,” that 
is the “remote little town of Brainerd. Minn.,” according to Webb C. Wel- 
bqroe, Cincinnati, whose article on benefits of religious servicer by radio is 
pripted in this week’s issue of a radio publication.

SAYS FORBES AND ACCOMPLICE 
HOPED TO DIVERT MILLION 
TO THEMSELVES 
Chicago, Nov. 26.— The contract­ 
ing 
finn 
of 
Thompson 
& 
Black 
"bought and paid for its government 
contracts’’ for erection of veterans 
hospitals, Assistant Attorney General 
John W. H. Crim charged today In 
hi8 opening statement to the federal 
jury trying Col. Charles R. Forbes, 
former Veterans Bureau director, and 
John W. Thompson, for defrauding 
the government. 
Crim said lie hopes to prove dur­ 
ing the course of the trial that Forbes 
and 
Elias 
Mortimer, 
"intimate 
friend, accomplice and co-conspirator 
of Forbes and informant of the gov­ 
ernment,” hoped to divert to them­ 
selves $1,000,000 of the $17,000,000 
appropriated for erection of the hos­ 
pitals. 
Crim declared the first bribes were 
made to Forbes by John W. Thomp­ 
son, St. Louis, one of the members of 
the contracting firm in Chicago, on 
June 17, 1922, when Forbes was ad 
vanced $5,000 and Mortimer was giv­ 
en a like amount "for which no ar­ 
rangements had even been made for 
re-payment." 
Crim reviewed the indictment and 
declared the conspiracy to "sell con­ 
tracts” was formed while the Lang­ 
ley bill, which provided for erection 
of the hospitals, was still pending in 
Congress. 
Mortimer is not a defendant in the 
case but his testimony as a govern­ 
ment witness will be used to prove 
Crlm’s accusation and the indictment, 
the assistant attorney general said.

FORBES CASE 


OPENS, BRIBERY 


CHARGES MADE 


GOVERNMENT OPENS WITH AT­ 
TORNEY GENERAL CRIM’S 
STATEMENT 


SAYS FORBES AND ACCOMPLICE 
HOPED TO DIVERT MILLION 
TO THEMSELVES 
Chicago, Nov. 26.— The contract­ 
ing 
firm 
of 
Thompson 
& 
Black 
“ bought and paid for its government 
contracts” for erection of veterans 
hospitals, Assistant Attorney General 
John W. H. Crim charged today in 
his opening statement to the federal 
jury trying Col. Charles R. Forbes, 
former Veterans Bureau director, and 
John W. Thompson, for defrauding 
the government. 
Crim said lie hopes to prove d ur­ 
ing the course of the trial that Forbes 
and 
Elias 
Mortimer, 
“ intim ate 
friend, accomplice and co-conspirator 
of Forbes and informant of the gov­ 
ernm ent,” hoped to divert to them ­ 
selves $1,000,000 of the $17,000,000 
appropriated for erection of the hos­ 
pitals. 
Crim declared the first bribes were 
made to Forbes by John W. Thomp­ 
son, St. Louis, one of the members of 
the contracting firm in Chicago, on 
June 17, 1922, when Forbes was ad­ 
vanced $5,000 and Mortimer was giv­ 
en a like amount “ for which no a r­ 
rangem ents had even been made for 
re-payment.” 
Crim reviewed the indictment and 
declared the conspiracy to “sell con­ 
tracts” was formed while the Lang­ 
ley bill, which provided for erection 
of the hospitals, was still pending in 
Congress. 
Mortimer is not a defendant in the 
case but his testimony as a govern­ 
ment witness will be used to prove 
Crim’s accusation and the indictment, 
the assistant attorney general said.
